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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on Nov. 7, 2007. 
Claim 18 has been canceled. Thus, claims 1-17 and 19-25 are pending in this application 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration filed on Nov. 7, 2 0 07 is defective. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Matthew Szalach (Reg. No. 53,665) on June 11, 2007. During telephone conversation with 
Mr. Szalach, an agreement was reached to amend claims 19 and 20. The application has been 
amended as follows: 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

- Claim 19 : page 10, line 1, "claim 18" has been changed to -- claim 17

The amendments to the claims have been entered to correct a typographical error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 and 19-25 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- Regarding claims 1 and 4 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including: a vapor injection system including a fluid circuit in communication with 
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at least one of the plurality of pockets created by the wraps of the scroll members, the fluid 
circuit including a fluid passage extending from the one pocket to a position outside of the shell 
for providing vapor injection into the one pocket to increase the capacity of the compressor, the 
fluid passage extending through the second/orbiting scroll member; and a valve for controlling 
fluid flow through the fluid passage. 

- Regarding claims 7 and 9 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including: a fluid circuit in communication with at least one of the plurality of 
pockets created by the wraps of the scroll members including a fluid passage extending from the 
one pocket to a position outside of the shell, the fluid passage extending through the 
second/orbiting scroll member and through the housing that being disposed within the shell and 
supporting the second/orbiting scroll member; and a valve disposed within the housing and 
controlling fluid flow through the fluid passage. 

- Regarding claims 11 and 14 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including: a fluid circuit in communication with at least one of the plurality of 
pockets created by the wraps of the scroll members including a fluid passage extending from the 
one pocket to a position outside of the shell, the fluid passage extending through the 
second/orbiting scroll member and through one of the legs of the housing that disposed within 
the shell and supporting the second /orbiting scroll member. 

- Regarding claims 17 and 21 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including: a fluid circuit in communication with at least one of the plurality of 
pockets created by the wraps of the scroll members including a fluid passage extending from the 
one pocket to the suction zone of the compressor, the fluid passage extending through the 
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second/orbiting scroll member and through the housing that disposed within the shell and 
supporting the second/orbiting scroll member; and a valve disposed within the housing and 
controlling fluid flow through the fluid passage. 

- Regarding claim 23 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including a fluid circuit in communication with at least one of the plurality of 
pockets created by the wraps of the scroll members including a fluid passage extending from the 
one pocket to the suction zone of the compressor, the fluid passage extending through the second 
scroll member and through one of the legs of the housing that disposed within the shell and 
supporting the second /orbiting scroll member.
